RAILROAD STRIKERS. 


THE SECRET OF THE WABASH 
COMPLICATION. 


A Movement to be Usedfor the General Reduction 
of Wagcs Throughout the Country—The Pre- 
giees of the Missouri Pacific Strikers 
~Other General Railroad News. 


CuicaGo, March 11.—The Daily News this 
morning says: 

It is rumored here that the action of the Wabash 
road, which brought about the present strike, was 
taken after consultation with the management of 
the other roads and that it is purely a tentative 


affair to ascertain the feelings of the railroad em- 
ployes of the country on the subiectof a reduc- 
tiou Of wages. The Wabash roag. from its loca- 
tion, and from the fact that its property is under 
the protection of the United States government, 
being in the hands of a receiver, is pecniiarly well 
fiited to try thisexperiment. The fact that the 
United States marshals, and even the federal 
troops, are liable to pounce down on auy body of 
strikers who undertake * to destroy 
} roperty will prove a_ strong leverage 
In 10Trcing the result aimedat. If successful, re- 
port bas it, the leading’ roads of the country will 
joliow with likereductionsin turn, using the re- 


duction in wages on the Wabash and the competi-. 


tive advantages given it thereby, asa pretext: in 
brief, claiming that this reduction forces them 
unwillingly to this step.

The Missouri Pacific Strike, 

AtcHisox, Kansas, March 11.—The passen- 
ger and mail trains are not molested. There 
bas been no movement of freight trains on the 
Pacific, Omaha extension, or the Central 
branch. The strike has extended west on the 
Central branch,and the employes at the Green- 
leaf shops, 120 miles from here, have stopped 
working. The city is quiet. Governor Martin 
and the board of railroad commissioners ar- 
rived here this morning, and are now in con- 
sultation, and have a committee of the atrikers 
beiore them. 


Arbitration Proposed, 

Arcuisoxy, Kansas, March 11.—Govyernor 
Mertin and the railroad commissioners were 
in secret conference the greater part of the 
day with the executive committee of the 
strikers and District Superintendent Fallon, 
of the Missouri Pacific road. The strikers 
presented their grievances, and after discus- 
sion of the matter, at the suggestion of the 
eovernor the commissioners consented, if both 
sides were willing, to act as 
arbitrators. There was no pre- 
tense that the commissioners had 
any authority to arbitrate, but they consented 
to actin the hopethat the difficulty may be 
settled amicably. Before the conference ad- 

smunicated to the strikers the 
proposition of the governor. They then ad- 
‘ourned, first having authorized the committee 
to give their ultimatum which is said to bea 
demand, first for the restoration of the October 
, and then the arbitration of the decision 
efthe arbitrators. At eight o’clock this even- 
ng the commiitee is in session with the gov- 
ernor and the commissioners. 

The general meeting of the strikers to-night 
to hear the governor’s proposition, rejected it 
by 2 unanimous vote and instructed the com- 
mittee to say to the governor that the

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THE AFGHAN LINE. 


THE WARRING INTERESTS AS TO | 


ITS LOCATION. 

Tbe Russiens Believed to be Massing Their Forcss 
in Central 4sia—Lumeden Ordered to Pat the 
Afghans on the Defensive — The 
German Oolonization in Africa, 


Lonpon, March 11.—Financial cireles are 
somewhat excited over the official reports 
received here this afternoon confirming the 
statement published in the Times this morning 
to the effect that the Russian troops had ad- 
vanced further into Afghan territory. The 
Russian government admits that such move- 
ment had taken place, but asserts that it was 
only intended for the purpose of seeking a 
more euitable position in case of war with 
Afghanistan. It is generally believed here 
that both the Afghans and Russians are hurry- 
ing forward, and that a collision is imminent. 
British consols have fallen 11-16 of 1 per cent, 
and Russian securities 2 per cent, in conse- 
quence ot the above news. 

The panic abated somewhat after the close 
of the stock market, owing to the statement 
meade by Mr. Childers, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, in the house of commons, that no 
news of a Russian edvance in Afghanistan had 
been received by the government, and that he 
did not believe an advance had been made. 
The dealings continued long after the official 
clore. Numerous orders to sell were received 
irom Dertin and Frankfort. It is reported 
that the financial agents of M. De Giers, the 
Russian minister of foreign affairs, have made 
overtures to the Rothschilds and Barings to 
join the German bankers, Medelsohn, in finan- 
clering anew Russian loan. These proposals, 
it is sui, were refused. 

The St. Petersburg Viedamasti, in an arti- 
cle supposed to be inspired, says that while 
Abdurrahman, the ameer of Afghanistan, is an 
independent ruler, England will have as lit- 
justification to remonstrate with Russia 
concerning the movement of Colonel Alex- 
Hanot! in and below Zulfikar, as Russia would 
have to remonstrate with England about the 
movements of Sir Peter Lumsden, British com- 
missioner of the Afghan frontier line, “Our 
right,” declares the Viedamosti, “equals Eng- 
land’s to occupy Afghanistan, so long as the 
mecting between the ameer of Afghanistan, 
Lord Dufferin, of India, and Hassan Abdul 
at Rawil, Pinde, yields no practical result.” 

War rumors have produced an excitement 
on the stock exchange which amounted, dur- 
ing the afternoon, to a state of semi-panic. 

Prices on all continental bourses have 
fallen insympathy with the falling on the 
London stock exchange. The principal de- 
clines are among the Russian and Egyptian 
becurities. 

} fielals at the Russian embassy here 
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that any preparation for war are being 
made by Russia on the Afghan frontier. .They 
state that there is only the usual number of 
troops in southern Turkestan, and that no 
movement is being made toward sending re- 
inforcemets there. 

The Times says that itis probable that some 
of General Lumesden’s officers have already 
commenced work. The government has prac- 
tacally ordered Lumsden to organize the 
Afghan reserve. The Times says: 

We believe the main body of General Lums- 
den’s troops have occupied Robat pass. It is 
hoped that General Lumsden’s measures will pre- 
vent the capture of the key of India by a coup de 
musin. If Russia’is bewtatpes war, exe hay many 
points. If she forces England to hostilities, she 
cannot imagine that the struggle would be con- 
fined to the remote regions of central Asia. 

The rumors of war with Russia, and the ex- 
pectation of large deliveries of stock at the 
conclusion of the settlement to-morrow, to- 
gether with the general disinclination to buy 
stock of any sort under the present circum- 
stances, completely demoralized the market 
Lo-cay. 

Ilvgh Childers, chancellor of the exchequer, 
stated in the house of commons this evening 
that the government was uninformed of any 
urther advance having been made by the 
Russians in Afghanistan, and that he believed 
there was no foundation for the report that an 
advance had been made. 

The native press in India, with scarcely an 
exception, expresses lovaity towards England 
and confidence in the wisdom and firmness of 
Lord Dufferin, British viceroy of India. 
There are many expressions of anger and bit- 
ter hostility against Russia, and Brahmans 
and Moslems vie with each other In express- 
iors of contempt for the new _ religion, 
which they say Lussia would attempt 
to upon India. Preparations for the 
frensportation of troops to the frontier are 
actively progressing. The railroads are al- 
ready well equipped for moving large bodies of 
troops and supplies, and horses are being col- 
lected at Bombay, Calcutta and other ge 
for cavalry and transportation uses. All that 
India asksof England in the event of war be- 
ing declared, is a reinforcement of about 
15 000 skilled and inured soldiers. 

| dispateh from Suakim says that the 
Mabmamedan native troops from India, who 
are now assembled there unanimously repudt- 
ate Fl Mahdi. They say that he is noteven a 
Mcsiem, and they are disgusted with his pre- 
tensions to be considered the suceessor of the 
prophet. They believe him to be immensely 
elated with the idea of a war between England 
and Russia on the frontiers of India, but they 
state that in the event of such a war being 
declared, every native regiment in India 
could be doubled or trebbled by volunteers 
determined to resist Russian invasion to the 
death. 

The escort! of Sir Peter Lumsden includes 
four officers and twe hundred men of the 
Bevgal Lancers; three officers and two hun- 
dred men of the Punjaub infantry, and a 
number of royal engineers. The engineers, it 
is believed,are instructing the Afghans how to 
fortify Penjdeh and Herat. 

Recruiting is in active progress in India to 
supply the reserves and make up for the drain 
caused by the members of the reserve force be- 
ing drafted into regiments for active service. 
The government does not propose any imme- 
diate increase in the Indian troops of the line, 
but proposes to raise 30,000 additional native 
troops for garrison duty in India. The 
pative press is unanimously clemorous for war 
with Russia. The Russians are hurrying the 
com pletion of the railway from Kiail Arvat to 
Askabad. Theline of this road skirts the 
mountain chain of Kopet Dogh, which separ- 
ates Turkestan from Persia, and affords an 
opportunity to get to Herat without any great 
engineering difficulties, by going across the 
nortbeestern corner of Persia.

A quarrel ensued,in which 
Simon made some heavy threats against Jackson, 
This mernipvg about two o'clock Jackson’s shanty 
was discovered burning down. Oneofthe over- 
seersand anegroran to the fire,and running in 
to save what they supposed to be 
a packsaddle, they pulled out Jackson 
Joréan. Hewes horribly burned—his feet and 
hands being burnt off. A coroner’s inquest was 
hed, when it was discovered that he had.been dealt 
a blowin thetemple. Me had also a knifewound 
over the heart. The physicianin attendance, Dr. 
W. P. Carter, was of opinion that the wound in 
the head was sufficient to produce insensibility, 
when the fire caused his death. Simon Prince, 
Tom Rincher and one Alexander, were then ar- 
rested for the murder.

They certainly will not 
go there for the purpose of trading, for it is 
not yet established as atrade center. It is 
suggested that perhaps a light lunch set at 12 
o'clock each day will be the best means. 
Very likely this istrue. The business fea- 
lures would evolve rapidly from the social! 
idea. Those who went to lunch would re- 
main to buy or sell. When it was once 
made the habit togo on ‘change at noon, 
everybody would go. Atlanta is rapidly 
growing to be a great city with diverse and 
varied interests that need a common center. 
Once let it be understood that the best place 
to find a business man would be on ‘change 
at noon—and the thing would be accom- 
plished and the chamber of commerce would 
méan more than its builders ever hoped. It 
matters little what method may be adopted 
to bring this about. The result itself is what 
is needed. That once reached the movement 
would take care of itself and the means 
could be discarded if they were thought to be 
undignified. As to the special subjeci of a

AMERICAN FORESTS. 

The ninth volume of ihe final report ot the 
Tenth Census consists of 600 quarto pages re- 
lating to the country’s woodlands. Tnesub- 
ject deserves all the attention it has received 
in the enumeration of our resources. The for- 
est crop of the census year, for example, was 
valued at $760,000,000. It was worth nearly 
twice asmuch as the wheat harvest, over 
twice as much as the iron and steel output, 
and seyen times as much as the coal output, 
of that year. !t is, in other words, the largest 
crop of the country. | 

The crop is so large that a timber fanjineis 
already foreshadowed. The white sine of 
New ngiland, New York and Pennsylvania 
has practicaliy disa pe sired: the forests of 
Michigan, W and Minnesota are 
nearly exhausted; the hardwood forests of 
the Mississippi valley have lost their best 
timber, and the redwood forests of California 
will scon be exhausted. There will then be 
no great source of supply exceptin the yel- 
low pine forests of the southern states, and 
eyen in the south the waste of timber is 
alarming and destructive. The turpentine 
industry destroys vast quantities of timber, 
leading not only toa direct loss of timber, 
but to falling timberand deyastating fires. 
Herds of swine tear up the young pines, and 
the turpentine farmersand numerous fires 
attack the trees in their prime. The annual 
waste of timber reaches an astonishing sum. 
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Nor is the importance of forest 
conservation confined to the need 
cf timber. Our forests serve othe! 
purposes. They maintain the equable 


‘ow of our rivers and streams, guarding our 
valleys from damaging freshets, and protect- 
ing Our mountain slopes from wasting tor- 
rents. hey retain the moisture in the soil, 
and bavea great deal to do with the rainfall. 
If we disturb this adjustment of the natura! 
forces by denuding the land of its first great 
crop, the penalty will fail on us 
shape Re 

The timber of the northern and western 
states is so nearly exhausted, it is ourinterest 
to care for all the pine we possess. Pine 
lands, especially in the lower part of this 
state, are ridiculously low-priced, but the 
time is fast approaching when ever acre of it 
will be in good demand at prices that repre- 
sent lis.real value to the country at large. 
We have made this prediction several times 
before, and the census volume before us shows 
that the country will soon have nowhere 


in many 


else to turn to in order to. get 
an umple supply of timber. Ten 
years from tbis time yellow’ pine 


will be as familiar in every northern town as 
white pine is now. There is no way to avoid 
in a few years a genera! attack upon the pine 
forests of the south, and every acre of them, 
not at present needed, be preserved 
egainst that time 

The volume containsa large quantity of 
interesting statistics, relating to the strength, 
fuel value and other qualities of our native 
woods. The volume is the nearest complete 
history of our arborescent growth that has 
appeared in print. In all there are 412 dis- 
tinct species growing with a single stem— 
trees instead of bushes. 292o0f this number 
belong tothe Atlantic slope. In a single 
North Carolina county can be found more 
genera and species than occur in the entire

THE HEALTH OF MACON. 


THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF HEALTH. 


A Very Pleasing Showing for the Central City— 
Other News—The City Tax Returns—The Rev, 
Cosby Smith—Funerald of Mr. Gerald 
Griffin—Personal and Otherwise. 


—— 


Macon, Ga., March 11.—{Special.}—The third 
annual report of the board of health has been 
printed and issued to the public. 

The board is composed of Dr. J. Emmett Black- 
shear, chairman; Roland B. Hall, Henry G. Cutter, 
J. H. Pellew, John G. Deitz, John A. McManus, 
George R. Barker, George A. Dure, and Alexander 
Reynolds. Mayor S. B. Price, chairman of ceme- 
tery committee, Robert A. Smith and Clerk of 
Council H. A. Blue are also members ex-officio. 

The report isa remarkably well written docu- 
ment, and shows that the city enjoyed its usual 
good health during the past year. No epidemics 
existed, and, with the exception of a few sporadic 
cases of diphtheria, no contagious OF infec- 
tious disease of a violent character. Preparation 
to resist cholera is urged, and additions to drains 
and sewers asked. Assistance is also requested for 
the sanitary inspector, Mr. William Stephan. .The 
water supply is commended as among the purest 
in the counsry. Various timely suggestions as to 
the preservation of the city’s health are made, and 
there is little doubt but that the council willadopt 
them, 

The expenses of the board were as follows: Sal- 
ary chairman board of health, $500; salaries eight 
members, $25 each, $200; salary sanitary inspector, 
$600: scavengers, printing, stamps, etc., $1,819.95; 
total $3, 119.95. 

Last year the total number of deaths was 294. Of 
this number, two were suicides, one caused by 
poisoning, and eight caused by accidents, The 
deaths for each month were as follows: January, 
15; February, 17; March, 23; April, 14; May, 21; 
June, 22; July, 28: August, 33; September, 37; Oc- 
tober, 25; November, 30; December, 18, Average 
number of deaths per month, 24%4%. The greatest 


num ber of deaths occurred in September, The 
smallest numberin April. Annual rate per 1,000: 
Whites, 8.70; colored, 23.52; total, 15.40. In 156 
deaths, the decedent were under ten years of age. 

The report givessome additional information 
concerning the city that will be of interest. The 
number of squares is 167; of houses and stores, °,- 
119: of colleges, 3: white public schools, 6; color- 
ed public schools, 2; white churches, 12; colored 
churches, 5; academies for blind, 2: orphan home, 
1; armory, 1; fire engine houses, 6; hook and lad- 
der house, 1; iron foundries, 4; hotels, 4. The 
cotton factories and a number of public buildings 
sre not mentioned. Information in detail of these 
would have been valuable. 

In concluding this review of the report, it may 
be said that Macon ranks as the second healthiest 
city in the United States. 


The City Tax Returns. 

MACON, Ga., March 11.—|Special.|—The report of 
the city tax assessors, submitted to the council 
last night, shows a gratifying increase in taxable 
property. Theamouunt of real estate is $),047,590; 
personal property, $3,102,719; making a total of 
$0,150,609, 

In 1884 the total assessment was $9,039,376, is 
that there has been an increase for 1885 of $111,235. 

Ratbera curious fact is developed by the re- 
ort. The total increase in real estate is $284,810, 
out there is a decrease in personal propects of 
$173,577. Reduction in prices could not have 
brought about such a large decrease, and the 
property bas certainly not been destroyed or 
removed from the city. It is suggested that the 
decrease May be accounted for by the tendency of 
people to withhold from the authorities a true 
statement as to their personal possessions. 

The increase in real estate is mainly due to new 
buildings and implovements.

MRS. SURRATT AND STANTON, 


Two Strange Stories Told by William P, 
Woed, Ex-Chief of Detectives, 
From the Washington Gazette. 

Fome time after the execution of Mrs. Surratt 
President Johnson sent for me and requested me 
to give my version of Mrs. Surratt’s connection 
with the assassination of President Lincoln, | 
did so, and I believe he was thoroughly convinced 


of the innocence of Mrs. Surratt. He ag. 
sured me he sincerely regretted that 
he had not given Mrs. Surratt the benefit 


of executive ciemency and strongly ‘ex. 
pressed his detestation of what he termed the 
“infamous conduct of Stanton’ in keeping 
these facts from him. I asserted my unchangable 


friendship for Mr. Stanton under all cireum- 
stances, and whilel regretted the course adopted 
by{the secretary ef war towards Mrs. Surratt, I 
would never hesitate to perform any act of kind- 
ness for him. President Johnson commended me 
for my devotion to friends, and the subject of the 
assassination was never afterwards discussed be- 
tween him and myself. The great Was secretary 
of the union was'no longer in power. Hewasa 
plain citizen of our republic, broken in health and 
tottering between life and death. 

The republican leaders had, after much plead- 
ing, induced President Grant to name Mr. Stanton 
for a judge of the supreme court. The senate 
Yromptly confirmed the nomination, but Grant, 
or some reason best known to himseli,aid not put 
his signature to the commission, or if he did siga 
the commission he did not forward it to Mr. Stan- 
ton. It was at this time the latter sent for me,and 
I called at his residence on K street. When ushered 
into his presence I was startled at his woe-begone 
and wretched appearance. He inquired if I knew 


the reason why that man (meaning Presi- 
cent Grant) withheld his commission. 
1 told him. Then we drifted in our 


talk tothe executions herein referred to, and he 
rebuked me for not making greater effort to save 
the woman that was hanged. He said he would 
have trusted his life in my keeping; that | would 
bave saved him tne torments of hell had I been 
more persistent in my efforts. I reminded him of 
my call on President Johnson to plead for mercy 
ior Mrs. Surratt, and that I was met py L. C. Beer 
at the entrance of the president's house, and Baxer 
produced an order under his (Stanton’s) signature 
which set forth that I should not be permitted to 
—_ the building or communicate with the pres- 
iden t. 

‘Too true,’’ he responded, “‘and the Surratt 
woman haunts me so that my nights are sleepless 
and my Gsys miserable, and Grantaids my ene- 
mies by reiusing to sign my commission, which 
would afford me temporary relief and perhaps 
prolong my life. He will notdo it,and, Wood, 
this is atlasttheend. Piacing his hand: to his 
head he continued: ‘‘I cannrt endure the pres- 
sure; lam dying, dying surely. dying now!”’ 

A few parting words were exchanged between 
ns, and the folhowing day the ceath oi Edwin M. 
Stanton was publicly announced. He never re- 
ceived his commission as judge of the supreme 
court, though he bad been confirmed bythe sea- 
ate of the United States,

THE SANITARY COUNCIL. 


The Action of the Mississippi Valley Sanita- 
ry Association. 

New Orixays, March 11.—The sanitary 
council of the Mississippi valley met at noon 
to dey. Dr. Kedsie, of Michigan, chairman 
of the special committee appointed to suggest 
a plan of co operation between the- states of 
the valley, to prevent the introduction of chol- 
era, yellow fever and other epidemic diseases, 
submitted a lengthy report, which was adop= 
ted. The report recommends that special san- 
itery régulations, such HB an 
inspection service on the lines of 
travel a thorough cleaning up of the cities and 
towns, the distribution of sanitary informa- 
tions, etc., be adopted by the state boards otf 
health. A resolution was adopted asking the 
boards of health represented in the council to 
suggest the manner ‘in which they think the 
money appropriated by congress ($34,000) to 
be used at the discretion of the president 
should be applied. The council elected officers 
to-night, and then adjourned sine die.

The Dinner at Which the Release of Mason 
and Slitel]) Was Announced, 
From §&. &. Cox's “Ti 
lation. 

Being upon the airs committee of the 
house of representatives when the Trent affair oc: 
curred, the writer attended a dinner given by the 
secretary at his then happy home, This was at : 
time when men held their breaths in trepidation, 
lest Great Britain and the powers ot Europe might 
make the Trent matter the pretext to consummate 
their recognition of soutbern independence. Some 
feared thata disparted republic would have to 
give way before the jealous encroachments of 
those who sought to divide our country. as they 
endeavored to iraperialize Mexico. ; 
On the right of Mr. Seward was 
burly English heartiness incarnated in Mr, An- 
thony Trollope, the novelist. His presence was 
aimcost a surprise, if nota satire on the occasion, 
as it concluded. At the other end of the table sat 
Jobn J. Crittenden. He was then chairman of 
foreign aflairsin the house. The author was on 
his right, ashe was nearer by sympathy to him 
than others on the Committce. The dinner pro- 
gressed. One incident led to another, until Mr. 
Seward, with a brusqueness entirely prepense 
upon his part, but surprising to us, drew the 
attention oj all by saying:

Ifhave two 
eons in the war--one is a union and the otheris a 
confederate general. They are both, of course, 
dear tomy beart. I wrote Mr. Davis: ‘For God’s 
seke, sir, since you have the gallantry of one of 
my boys on your side,don’t send him to or against 
old Kentucky.’’’

AINOVELIST’S LOW-NECKED DRESS 
MAKES TROUBLE. 


Florence Marryatt insisted on Wearing Her Dress 
Decollette Because it is the FPashion—Her 
Manager Objectsand Breaksa Cont rac: 
~ The Novelist Sick from Bxposure. 


NEw Yorx, March 11.—(Special.]—Miss Florence 
Marryat, the English novelist, is ill in town with 
acute bronchitis, She got the disease while on a 
tour through this country. The inciting cold was 
the result, so her manager says, of wearing a low- 
necked dress; and that same article of apparel 
was the cause ofa breakage of contract between 
the two parties. In her own country, Miss Marryat 
gives entertainments of an elocutionary and 
musical character. She engaged with the Red- 
path lecture bureau to do the same thing in the 
United States. The terms of the agreement were, 
that George H. Hathaway, the manager of the 
Redpath agency, should hire her to travel for 
twelve weeks over a route to made out 
by him, and _ to include not less 
than fifty deliveries of her monologue. She began 
about the middle of November. She says that 


Carte, Howard Paul and Oscar Wilde, all of whom 
had made money as amusers in America, advised 
her to bring as fine a wardrobe as she could afford; 
and therefore she invested in an exceptionally 
beautiful and costly dress. It wes an “evening 
£own,’’ as she expresses it, and suitable fora ball 
orreception toilet. That is to say, the bodice was 
as low as fashion permits for such occasions, She 
admits that she counted on exciting admiration 
for her raiment, whatever the audiences might 
think of her entertainment. But when Hathaway 
took her to Portland, Me, for her Yankee debut, 
he at once predicted that she would be disliked in 
such garb by the kind ef audiences before whom 
she was to perform during her tour. 

&‘‘Portland may stand it,’ he said to her, ‘for 
that is a pretty big city,but when you come to pre- 
sent yourself before rural lycumsina decollette 
costume, there will be shock and displeasure. 
Your audiences will be composed mainly of peo- 
ple who never went into atheaterin their lives, 
who never saw a gathering of ladiesin evening 
dress of the sort, and who will regard the sight as 
extremely wicked.”’ 

Miss Marryat had worn similar dresses in Eng 
land, and she could see no possible impropriety 
in them on the platform. She would neither 
abolish her gown nor modify its style in the least. 
When reminded that she ought to do as others did 
who lecture in thiscountry as to dress, she re- 
plied: “Iam not ofthe same blood as the major- 
ity. Ihave been reared asa gentlewoman, and I 
shall be treated like one, never fear.’’ She now 
admits thatehe was mistaken as to that, though 
she and Hathaway differ in their accounts of her 
experience. She declares that he sent her to 
amuse uncultured hordes, instead of managing to 
present her to the larger cities. On the other side, 
it is asserted that she wassadly ridiculed by the as- 
tonished assemblages, whenever their staid char- 
acter permitted them todo anything demonstra- 
tive of their disapproval. There are stories of in- 
sults by ejaculating fellows and giggling girls in 
some of the Pennsylvania towns in which- she 
wore the unsuitable dress; of similar receptions 
through Ohio, and of the cruel refusal of janitors 
to heat the halls sufficiently to keep her from get- 
ting chilled. Hathaway remonstrated, but the 
lady wasobdurate. He refused to continue the 
journey, Then she got bronchitis so as to almost 
entirely lose her voice, and the tour included only 
thirty-seven of the proposed fifty entertainments. 
The trouble, which is likely to be adjusted in 
court, is over the question whether she ought to 
be paid for the stipulated number. 
She has so much advantage as lies in 
the possession of the money, for she was 
ern powered to collect the payments from the ly- 
ceum committees as she went, and those [fully cov- 
er the emonunt which would have been due to her 
fulfillment of the whole contract. Hath- 
away bas retained a lawyer here to sue her, his 
own headquarters being in Boston. His claim 
will be that, in refusing to clothe herself in accor- 
cance with the usage of women lecturers in this 
country, she failed to do her best togive satisfac: 

ion, end thereby, also,fJmeedlessly incapacitated 
herself by eXposurein cold halls. Miss Myrrat

The ‘‘trunk lines” had a delivery as 
far south as Chattanooga only, but the sea- 
coast lines at once observed the necessity of 
meeting the reductibn, and on Tuesday the 
Central gave the same rate. The “trunk 
lines” bave never had a delivery further south 
than Cincinnati, Memphis or Nashville 
UNTIL TWO YEARS AGO, 

when they got into Chattanooga. The reduc- 
tion of twenty-one per cent, however, in- 
duces the other lines gouth to believe that the 
trunk lines are trying to press further south 
then Chattanooga.

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AFTER MANY YEARS, 


A Man Arrested for Arson, But Releasei— 
A Requisition Not Honored, 
Governor McDaniel has a chance to meadi- 
tate upon the peculiar methods of the governor 
of Arkansas. On Saturday last the governor 
duly issued a reguisition on the goyernor of 
Arkansas for J. G. Hudgins who is ®inted in 
Monroe county for arson. The requisition 
was based on an indictment by the grand jury 
of Walton county, but the Arkansas governor 
dismissed the warrant issued in Arkansas on 
the requisition on the ground that misrepre- 
sentations had been made. The history of the 
case is as follows: In 1868 an incendiary fire 
occurred in Monroe. In that place was a little 
brick store with a shingle roof. One night 
soon alter bedtime it was discovered in a sheet 
offiame. The people of the town rushed out 
of their houses.and started to the fire. In 
the midst of the excitemnnt two men were 
seen in a buggy driving furiously out of town. 
They were hailed by parties who wanted to 
ask about the fire, but, hiding their faces in 
their hats as best they could, they plied the 
whip to their horse, and without a word ot 
answer to any one drove through the darkness 
to the country. Of. course suspicion was 
directed toward them, and a party was 
orgenized and pursuit given. After a hot 
chase the men were overtaken; one was cap- 
tured and the other eseaped to the woods and 
fled the state. The man who was captured 
was named Addington. He was tried and 
convicted, and was pardoned by Governor 
Bullock ‘before he had served a day in the 
chaingang. The other man was 
thought te be J. G. Hudgins, as he nad been 
seecn with Addington. After leaving Georgta 
Hudgins went to Arkansas, where he got into 
politics, and in 1577 was elected to the Arkan- 
sas legislature. About that time the first 
requisition for his arrest was issued, but 
Hudgins evaded it by going into Texas. He 
returned to Arkansas, however, aftor two 
years, and has again been elected to the legis- 
lature, as will be seen by the iollowtag 2

MONEY FOR THE SEWERS. 


The Board of Health, the Sanitary and 
Sewer Committees in Session. 

The board of health, the sanitary committee 
and the sewer committee held a joint confer- 
ence yesterday afternoon. 

The meeting was held in the committee room 
at the city hall, and was attended by Mayor 
Hillyer, Drs. Armstrong, Baird and Alexan- 
der and Mr. Aaron Haas, of the 
board ofhealth, Messrs, Middiebrooks, May 
and Garrett of the sewer committee, and 
Messrs. Cooper and Kirkpatrick, of the sani- 
tary committee. 

Mayor Hillyer called the meeting to order 
and stated that the object was the considera- 
tion of a proposition from the board of health 
relative to the sewerage of the city. Mr. May 
was, Upon motion, made chairman of the meet- 
ings Dr. Baird, the secretary of the 
board of health, stated that the sanitary con- 
dition of the city would be greatly enhanced 
by giving the branches leading from the sew- 
ers a thorough cleansing. Mr. Cooper then 
read the following address to the general coun- 
cil, it being the sense of the joint meeting 
upon the proposition: 

to the Mayor and General Council of At- 
lanta—Ata meeting of the members of the 
board of health, and members of the commit- 
tees On sewers and sanitary affairs, held on 
March lith, 1885, it was resolved that this 
meeting recommend the general council to ap- 
propriate five thousand dollars from the con- 
tingent fund to be expended under the direc- 
tion of the board of health in dredging and 
keeping open such branches in the city that 
they may deem necessary and expedient. 

The paper was fully discussed, and adopted 
as the sense of the meeting.

Bondsto Be Put on the Market Very 
Soon---Bids to be Opened April 15. 

On the 15th of April next, the state of Geor- 
gia will put upon the market $5,455,000 of five 
per cent, thirty year coupon bonds. On that 
day bids will be received fur that amount of 
the new bonds, but the state will reserve the 
right to rejectany and all bids. The bids will 
be received for two hundred thousand dollars 
of the amount to be delivered on July cas S35, 
and for two hundred and twenty: five thousand 
dollars to be delivered January 1, 1886, the 
accrued interest being withheld by the state. 
And for the remainder of the amount on June 
l, 1886. As to the last delivery, 
successful bidders will have the option 
of tendering any Georgia bonds maturing 
at their par value, in payment at any time 

fter July 1, 1885, and receiving new bonds. 
The bids must specify the amount of bonds de- 
sired in multiples of one thousand dollars 
acccinpanied by certified check, or certificates 
of deposit of some solvent bank for 5 per cent 
of the amount of the bid, payable to the order 
of the treasurer of Georgia, or by a deposit of 
bonds of the state of Georgia. Tae state will 
issue registered bonds in lieu of any of the 
new bonds if the buyers prefer. The bonds 
will be perhaps the handsomest ever issued by 
the state. They will open lixe a four-page 
newspaper, the coupons being on the 
right-hand side, so that they can 
be cut with greater ease 
when on the bottom of the bonds. The bonds 
will be beautifully engaved on steel and will 
show avery handsome picture of the new 
Georgia capitol. It is believed tfat the entire 
issue can be sold in the state. ‘The state owns 
enough property to pay ber debts, and it is 
pledged to be used for that purpose if it is dis- 
posed of,
